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Off: How has the poetry been received? 


Wolf: Poetry has really taken off in the Anarchist scene. 


Cliff: People are beginning to realize that all forms of media are ways to 
disseminate information. 


Wolf: There’s a lot more to punk than just music. For example you asked about 
the lino cuts. | used lino cuts because I’d read about lino cuts being used in the 
early nineteen hundreds in Russia. Militant workers were organizing into Soviets 
and they had little money for organizing, so they'd actually take linoleum off 
their floors to make posters to disseminate information. And it was a totally 
cheap way to do it. That laid the ground work for that totally stark anarchist 


aesthetic. Cliff Harper has popularized the style and put out a graphic guide to 
anarchy. 


Off: | was going to ask you about the reading list you have on your last EP. Not 
a lot of bands go out and do a record and say on the sleeve well here are some 
good books to read. What's your impetus for that? 


Cliff: You can only include so much in your lyrics. You can always go get more in 


depth in books. 


Off: Realizing that | hadn’t actually talked about the music yet and that my 
editor would complain about this lack, | resorted to the music interview standby: 


Okay. what about this seven inch split with ninth hour? — 


Dean: We need funding. 


Cliff: We had all this money for our next recording but our engine blew up on 
tour in Roseburg, Oregon. « . 


Dean: You should put down an appeal to rich anarchists. If there are any people 
with large amounts of cash who are sympathetic to our cause, then they can 
help us put out more music. 


Wolf: Anarchists, like George Woodcock, donated tons of money to small 
publications like Kick it Over. So, we're still going to do our EP with Ninth Hour, 
hopefully. And we are also doing a split EP with Submission Hold. So that-will be 
good because Submission Hold are an anarchist band from Vancouver.

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“rn the evening of November the Fourth, the Gandharvas played at the Limit. This band has two 
albums under its belt: “Soap Bubble and Inertia,” came out in 1993, and nearly two years 
later, the still quite new, “Kicking In The Water.” Both during soundcheck, and after their gig, | had the 
chance to speak with Paul lago. 


Offbeat: Who is who, and who does what in the band? 
Paul: | sing, Eric Houden plays bass, Jud Ruhl plays guitar, Brian Ward plays guitar, and Tim McDonald plays drums. 


Off: From what scene did you emerge? 
Paul: From London, Ontario. It’s a pretty healthy music scene there. | guess its considered to be one of the hot- -spots for indie 
music, and new music; upandcoming bands and stuff. Edmonton is pretty renowned for that too—and Halifax—but London is 
a pretty exciting scene. There is bands like Somablaster, and, have you heard of Uisce Beatha and...the Rheostatics, Adam 
West...

Off: Supposedly, your new album, “Kicking In The Water,” is a look into your heads, and a window into your thoughts: What's 
up with that? 
Paul: Well, | don’t know. It is not so much that black and white. Like, first album's inside, second album’s inside: that’s just 

to illustrate things. But, the first album we used a few external sources. Vocally, artfully, musically, we were still at an 

early stage. “Soap Bubble and Inertia,” was never meant to be an album, or seen really. It was just demo tapes that we 

had compiled over about a year and a half, and then we got signed and released that stuff, and it had been successful. 

When we were doing that, we were discovering things, borrowing things from here-and there. On the new album, 

“Kicking In The Water,” | think, just because it has been two more years since the first record, really, we have progressed 

a lot, developing our own sound. | think we were on to something sti 


Off: Where does Krishna come into the picture, and is that why the first album is so happy? 

Paul: I've been told that it is good luck to mention the name “Krishna” and it makes a person that much stronger. It is 
all tongue in cheek really. None of us are Hare Krishnas. It is just something that popped up while we were at a 
particular formative stage, especially with the recording of our last album. | was reading the Bagavaghita at the time, 
and we were choosing a name for the band, and | was writing lyrics for songs, so a few terms kind of snuck their way 
in. But other than that, y’know, it did not have much significance really, other than the Gandharvas means musicians. 
Sort of like Saders, celestial musicians and they invoke, or evoke your passions. They’re powerful critters. 


Off: What kept you sane between albums? 

‘Paul: | was not really slipping into insanity or anything (laughter). | have a four. track machine; and {do alot ae 
recording on that. If | have ideas | put them down. I’ve made...I've got a bunch of tapes piled up of various songs. Some 
of them are Gandharvas, and some of them are sitting on the shelf, but | do that and the band plays shows, we tour. | 


that, and our producer Dan Brodbeck:..they formed a team...and we all went all went out and played on Sundays...! did it 
as frequently as the other guys. 


Off: How have you been dealing with all the attention lately? 

Paul: Well, it’s been actually calming down. It was over two summers ago, “First Day of Spring,” was a big hit and 

there was...not an excessive amount, but there was some attention lavished upon us. and we were getting really 

getting good turnouts to shows, the whole deal; people are hearing you, so they're more responsive. But now it's like 

we have a new recording out, and there is really no huge deal. The first single, “Drool,” is getting play on the radio, and we: 
shot a video for it, but its not a hit by any sense of the word. | think our audience is changing, we are developing more of our 
own audience, because they are Gandharvas fans. They know our repertoire. They have either one record or both records, it’s 
not just people coming out to hear the one hit song. So | like that. There’s not as many...you don't have as many people 

_ coming to our shows as a year ago, but we have a much better feel. 


Off: Is there a type of music you 
easily fit into—that you see 

yourself fitting into? 

Paul: No, we have a problem 
describing what we do, 

typifying what we do, because, | 
don’t know, | just call it “exotic-pop”. 
It is pop but it is not...pop is such a 
broad term. | can’t say it is like pop- 
punk, or like roots-rock, or anything; 
there’s just not a word really for what 
we're doing. 


Off: Other than enjoying yourself on 
stage? 

Paul: Yeah! And expressing who we are, 
y'know, it’s not, | think our sound is 
something that cannot be related ina 
word or two.

Offbeat: How did your tour go? Where did you go? 
Jordan: It went well. We went throughout America, through the northern 
United States, headed up to New York, as far south as Virginia, came back up 
the coast to New York again, through eastern Canada, played around that 
area...the van broke down in Ottawa and we canceled the shows from there on 
pretty much. 


| Off: What kind of response did you get on the east coast? 
Jordan: It was good, it all depends on who you are playing with, The east coast 
is so much different, bands we've never heard of are huge. 


Off: Were people upset with the fact that there was a lineup change? The 

people that | talked to said that they were kind of shocked that the CD came out, 

| and now you guys go out there and it is a different lineup. 
Kim: We are always changing...| think that if you see a band that you like you 
like to see them play their old songs and if you know what they're playing you’ 
can get that much more into it, but we knew that too when we decided to keep 
the name [after Ryan left the band]. We only kept three old songs and we'd 
rather be playing our old songs, so we’re a complete step behind, and because 
we only play three old songs, and that's going to be a dilemma until our new 
— recording comes out so people can hear what our new stuff sounds like. But | 
‘don't think that people go out of their way to give you a bad response. | mean, 
people usually don't come up to you and say, “you suck,” but rather, “you're 

cool.” 


Rob: A lot of people seem to be psyched on the new stuff and in my opinion, it 
is different but it was great to see how our past tours made it a bit easier for us 
to get shows and to have people know the-name Sparkmarker, so in many ways 
_ it was great and one of the easiest tour just from working and so it was positive 
in that way rather than trying to get people to know us...at least now they 
might go, “Oh, I've heard of your name,” not necessarily know you but have 
‘heard of you. Be

| they think is good music? 
Rob: You would think, but a lot of people are like “! discovered this band and 
only me and my cool friends can listen to them.” 


Jordan: As so on as anyone else hears them and likes them, then they suck. 

Rob: It’s just not fair because it’s a real clique. If you’re not in that crowd then you're not 
cool and you shouldn’t be listening to this band. Coming from a band point of view, it’s 
just like, whatever, you have no life. It just doesn’t make sense to me. | 
Jordan: A good band is a good band regardless. If it’s good it’s good, | don’t care.

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Off: So you recorded at Don Fury Studios in New York? 
Kim: Yeah. 


Off: | heard that you’re going to be releasing a seven inch on Sub Pop. 
Jordan: Correct. 


Off: How did that come about? Why Sub Pop? 
Kim: A good friend of ours who has been friends with us since before we were 
in a band basically has always worked at Sub Pop, and now he’s an A&R rep for 
Sub Pop. He likes us and he always has and he said , “Do you want to do a seven 
inch?” So we talked about it, and it worked out, especially because we were 
going to New York to record and we didn’t have much money so to have that 
extra $500 to go towards our recording was kind of vital for actually paying for 
our recording. This whole tour, as good as it was, after the van broke down, and 
after we paid for our recording, we're heavily in debt. [The recording] won't be 
out until the end of spring 1996. 


Off: Will it be more widely distributed or will you still be doing it yourselves? 
Kim: It’s all Sub Pop; Sub Pop has it’s own little channel of distribution lines. 
Crowds that like Sub Pop and buy Sub Pop records are a lot different from the 
crowds we are [used to]. | mean, some of them can relate to us but it totally 
branches out to other crowds that we definitely do not reach from playing 
hardcore shows. | | 


Off: So you are not worried about people thinking you are selling out? Didn't 
7 Warner just buy out 49% of Sub Pop? 
Kim: It is a minority share, | mean Sub Pop’s still—barely—got ownership of it. 
That’s a major thing. | mean, people are going to think we are selling out, and 
selling out to what | don’t really know, but | totally understand the whole 
mindset. We've done it ourselves. We've done everything we can. If someone 
wants to pay my goddamned Visa bill, go ahead, because I’m broke and | can’t 
put any more records out. If anybody wants to see a Sparkmarker record coming 
out, | don’t see them giving me the cash to do it. Not to be an asshole, but there 
is a reality to how much you can do yourselves. We aren’t the cool hardcore 
flavour of the month band, and we could never be, so I’m just saying it hasn‘t 
been as easy as people seem to think it can be. We don’t have any ex-members 
of anybody in our band. 


Rob: | think people that don’t play in a band don’t realize how much effort and 
work and money goes into being in a band. It’s particularly hard when you are 
in a serious band to try and work a full-time job and go to practice every day 
and pay a couple grand for a recording. It’s really hard and it really bugs me that 
people think you are selling out because you are trying to move on, you are 
trying to expand. If you want to do this you can do it on your own, but it takes a 
lot of time and a lot of effort. It’s just really hard, especially where we are from. 
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| mean maybe if we were from Washington DC. or New York it would be easier, 
but it is something we have to consider if we are going to keep on doing this. 


Jordan: We can't rely on just one person, Kim, trying to release something, it can 
only go on for so long, especially when he has to work full time. | 


Kim: | like the whole aspect of hardcore, kids are going to school, or doing 
whatever they do and it’s a project and they’re going to form a band ina 
month. Six months later they'll put a recording out and go on tour and break 
up. It’s a real short term thing with a great, big, idealistic mindset which is only 
_ for a short term period of time. That’s great, it’s very spontaneous, but we've 
been doing this for over five years. We don't want to stop this and go to school 
~ to become biochemists. We like making music, we want to do that. This isn’t a 
part time thing. If we can, we want to do this full time, and to me that’s a big 
question you have to ask yourself. Are you doing this for the short term, or are 
you doing this for the long term? If you are doing this for the long term, it takes 
a lot more out of you to be doing it. 


Kim: There's a big difference between punk rock music and the punk rock 
community. The community will always be there, there will always be bands and — 
the punk rock community will never die. No one’s going to let it, hopefully there 
will be people putting money into the independent scene. But if people want to 
see the bands grow and progress and stay in the independent community, they - 
have to realize that the community itself has a roof, it has a ceiling. It only goes 
so big, there is only so big it can get unless they're willing to open that roof, 
which a lot of people are not willing to do., Since they are not willing to do it, 
bands are going to get so big that they are going to have to go elsewhere 
because the independent music scene isn’t organized enough to make it possible 
for bands to be full time and independent and do it in a cool way. You can do it 
the Epitaph way, but that’s big business. There’s high profit margins, and the T _ 
shirts are expensive. It has been proven you can do it independently but it’s not — 
easy to do, and it’s even harder if you want to do it cheaply, and with low prices. 
Fugazi has done it, but | don’t think you can say that Fugazi just got up and did 
it—they have a history behind them that follows them for years. They had a 
record label that had already been in operation for-six years by the time they 
got records out. And they had “ex-members of”. Even though they didn’t use 
it—they didn’t have fliers that said ex-Minor Threat members or ex-Rites of 
Spring members—but everyone knew that. Minor Threat were one of the 
biggest punk bands to ever come out of the early 80’s. Maybe in five years 
Sparkmarker will break up and then the ex-members of Sparkmarker will 
become members of other bands.

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RADIO IN THE NINETIES 


This ain’t no Student Society, but it sure can feel like it....

CKWR the community radio station in Waterloo 
Ontario has recently undergone: some frightening 
power struggles that closely resemble the 
controversies between the University of Victoria 
Student Society and the Committee for Democratic 
reform. 3 

Following is the details of events leading up to the 
takeover of the station and the ensuing struggles to 
regain control of the station taken from the NCRN and 
written by Barry Rueger; 


a... and supporters of CKWR Radio 
attempted to take over the station premises early 
on August 25, 1995. Their intention was to use the 
airwaves (and the ensuing media coverage) to 
publicize what they see as an unworkable situation at 
the radio station. The activists stated that they did not 
interfere with any of the regularly scheduled 
programming at CKWR. . 

At about 8:30 am, CKWR President Peter Tilkov 
arrived at the station. Shortly after that an off-duty 
Kitchener/Waterloo police officer hired by Tilkov 
arrived at the station. CKWR member and former staff 
member and former staffer Jen Brown was in the 
control room along with a number of the station's 
programmers and other members who had arrived to 
begin the takeover. As had been promised all regular 
programming was being run, as were commercials and 
other logged items. During a regularly scheduled 
information segment, Brown began interviewing

people involved in the stations problems and 
encouraging other members and supporters to join 
the people “occupying” the station. The police officer 
inside the station told Ms. Brown that if she made any 
further comments about the Board of Directors or the 


problems at the station she would be criminally 


charged with “inciting a riot”. In an apparent effort to 
keep members from further occupying the station, 
President Tilkov announced that all CKWR members 
were forbidden to be on the premises except for the 
person on-air at the time. Programmers were to be 
allowed into the building fifteen minutes before their 
programs, and were told to leave no later than fifteen 
minutes after their program ended. Tilkov informed 
all members that if they make on-air mention of the 
problems at the station he would “pull the plug”, that 
is, take the station off the air. Two additional police 
officers were stationed outside the building where, by 
noon, the crowd of supporters had grown to well over 
100 people. Kitchener/Waterloo’s other non-profit 
radio station, CKMS, offered continuing support to the 
members of CKWR, and gave over several hours of 
their airtime to allow the story to be told. By late 
afternoon on the 25th, key people involved in the 
takeover activities had begun to plan the next phase 
in this action. Over the last year or so there have been 
repeated conflicts between the BOD and the staff and 
volunteers. Since the departure of long-time manager 
Frank Fowlie in November 1994, there have been a 
number of board actions which the staff or volunteers 
found unacceptable.These included: changing the 
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locks on the manager's office and telling staff and 
station members that they could not have access to 
membership lists or files; suspending money-making 
charitable gaming operations; refusals to provide 
direction or job descriptions to remaining staff 
members; cancellation of various contra advertising 
deals. In mid-1995 the Board revised the membership 
applications to specify the occupation, educational 
background and ethnic heritage of potential 
members. Since that time the Board has suspended 
station affiliations with which they perceived to be 
“activist”. Kim Cowan, Vice President of CKWR, had 
requested that the Board call a general meeting of the 
membership to discuss these concerns and to possibly 
recall some of the current Board members, but the 
Board refused. At a subsequent meeting attended by 
more than 50 programmers and supporters it was 
decided to occupy the station premises. Cowan has 
since been stripped of his position and station 
membership by Wired World, Inc., the non-profit 
organization that runs CKWR. 

In November of this year a General Meeting took 
place and the new Board was partially replaced with 
new members from the membership and a few from 


the “old” Board. The station is now prepared to begin 


rebuilding it’s relationship between the Board, staff 
and members as well as with the community. For more 
information please see the NCRA web page or the 
NCRA newsgroup.

CAPITALISM

“Having grown this human ear 
under its skin, the mouse is doing 
fine.” -Time, Nov 6, 1995, p.60 


Gn Engineers have unlocked the door 
separating species. They have learned how 
to splice genes and recombine sequences of 
DNA to produce DNA with new genetic 
characteristics.. This new technology goes 
beyond the Green Revolution with its 
development of cross-breeding techniques to 
make hybrid bug-resistant, fertilizer-dependent 
plants. Genetic engineering involves 
manipulating DNA strands, putting 
genes from one life form into the genetic 
make-up of another, and manufacturing 
unnatural DNA sequences. Biotech- 
nology has created pigs, sheep, cattle and 
fish with human genes, tomatoes with 
flounder genes, potatoes with wax moth 
genes and tobacco with firefly genes all 
to achieve traits that will increase the 


profitability of the food product. 


Biotechonology is also being experimented with 
in the name of “medicine” to control the genetic 
make-up of humans. : 3 

June 1994 saw the first known genetically 
altered products on the market. “Flavr Svr” 
tomatoes courtesy of Calgene (biotech firm from 
California). Pick them ripe and they don’t rot. 
They’ve got a gene reversed and an antibiotic 


_resistant “marker” gene inserted which effects 


every single cell of the fruit. TIMES 
COLONIST gave this pivotal event one picture 


with a caption on page C10 of May'10, 1994. 


Only scientific and economic journals are 
making an effort to cover this potentially 
devastating technology. 

Bovine Growth Hormone (another biotech 
product) may be more familiar to the reader, but 
only because individuals and groups have been 
working hard to educate people about BGH and 
have been working to get some ‘legislation 
against this hormone. BGH injected into dairy 
cows increases milk-producing capacity by 10- 
25%. BGH injected cows suffer stress, udder- 
infections, and premature death. Monsanto and 
Eli Lilly are the big corporate muscle behind 
this horror. They’re both clients of Burson- 
Marsteller (New York-based public relations 
giant now called “National Public Relations’ in 
Canada) and are working to get the drug 
approved in the US and Canada. (Monsanto 
claims the drug is safe- they said the same about 
their other products: Agent Orange and PCBs) 
BC Federation of Dairymen’s Associations, 


Citizens Association to Save the Environment: 


,and Council of Canadians are working hard to 
get this genetically engineered product 
permanently banned. 

But the battles are being fought valley by 
valley. As groups focus on individual products, 
biotechnology infects more and more facets of 


‘consumerism and the world economy. The 


Green Revolution brought about the control of 
seed patents by a few large corporations. (The 
world grain is dominated by just five companies: 
Cargill (US), Continental Grain (US), Bunge 
(Argentina), Dreyfus (France), Andre-Garnac 
(Switzerland)- Agribusiness in the Americas, 
plus multinational corporations are estimated to 
control 85% of world cocoa, 85-90% of tobacco, 
85% of tea, 85-90% of cotton -UNCTAD.) 


According to Sierra Club, the global - 


food supply is now heavily dependent on 
just 29 or 30 crops whereas it used to be 
based on between 3 000 and 4 000. These 
monoculture crops are controlled by the 
corporations that own the patents and supply the 
fertilizers that the seeds are dependent on. 
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Biotechnology will-be a big money-maker for 
the companies that own the patents. It'll increase 
their control of the food industry and food 
supply. Se 

The pharmaceutical industry has also 
recognized the importance of biotechnology. 
Pharmaceutical companies are currently 
scrambling to buy up the biotechnology 
industry. In the course of 1994, America’s big 
pharmaceutical companies signed 117 ventures 
with biotech firms. Here’s a familiar face: Eli 
Lilly spent $75m for Sphinx Pharmaceuticals (a 
company that has the technology to do 
“combinational chemistry,” a molecular level 
biotechnique) . (The Economist, May 13/95, p 
66) 

Asking the government to protect us from 
biotechnology is an uphill battle. These 
companies have a lot of lobby power and 
governments are not well noted for giving large 
corporations the crunch. Besides, the Canadian 
government is doing a little genetic-engineering 
of their own. The Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans have isolated the growth hormone gene 
in trout and “rearranged [the gene] to change its 
properties to allow synthetic levels of growth 


hormone...” (Times Colonist Sept 16/94, pB8). 


These fish now mature in two years instead of 
four, and are on average 1 | times heavier. 

I wonder how those fish feel, and the cows, 
and the pigs, and the millions of mice that have 
been experimented on. In Canada over two 
million animals suffer and die in laboratories 
annually. There are no federal laws that protect 
animals in research facilities. 85 million 
animals are used every year in the US. 


Genetic engineering is opening up new 


extremes of torture and living hell for 
laboratory animals. 

And to look at the big picture of the planet’s 
ecosystem... 

Non-native Gypsy moths are destroying oaks 


‘in Victoria, Eucalyptus trees from Australia — 


have suffocated wetlands of North America and 
South East Asia. These are un-altered species 


introduced to non-native environments by 


humans. Genetically-altered life forms will 
inevitably find their way to the natural 
environment. This will have far-reaching 


implications with unforeseeable results: 


uncontrolled, and un-natural species destroying 
native habitats, disrupting essential food chains. 


This new development of growing human | 
- appendages on animals (done at the University 


of Massachusetts and the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology) is just more of the same 
anthropocentric, capitalist profiteering now 
called medical research. : 


So who benefits? THE RICH AS USUAL. 
What can be done? INFORM YOURSELF
